Farmington, and by that name they, and their successors
forever after shall and may have perpetual succession, and
ghall be persons in law, capable of sueing and being sued,
pleading and being impleaded, answering and being
aeswered unt>, detending and being defended, in all
courts and places, and in all suits whutsoever.

Seo. 2. It shall be lawful for all the legally qualified
voters residing within the limits of said section thirty-one,
to meet at the Occidental Hote), within said limits, on
the second Monday of March, A. ». one thousand eight
hundred and seventy, at one o’clock ». M. of that day, to
choose viva voce, two judges of election and one clerk;
and elect by ballot, one president, who shall he ex officio,
a trustee, four trustees, one clerk, one treasurer and one
constable, who shall be ex officio marshal of said corpor-
ation. The above mentioned president, trustees, clerk,
treasurer and constable, shall hold their respective offices
for one year, or until others are elected and qualified.
They shzll also elect by ballot two trustees of the ceme-
tery, one of which shall be designuted on the baliot, for
the short term, who shall hold his office for oue year, or
until another is elected and qualified, the other shall “be
designated on the ballot, for the full term, and shail hold
his office for two years, or until another is elected and
qualified, and there shall anpoually thereafter be elected
one frusiee of the cemetery, who ghall hold his office two
years, or until his successor is elected and qualified. The
said electors shall also at the time and place above named
for the election of other village officers, elect one village
justice, whose term of office shall be two years, and until
his successor shall be elected and qualified. Said village
justice shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the other
justices of the peace in his county, and exclusive jurisdic-
tion of all actions arising under the provisions of this act,
and shall receive the same fees for services by him ren-
dered as such justice.

Sec. 3. On the second Monday of March, of each
year thereafter, there shall be an annual election of the
officers of said village above specified; and the village
elerk shall give at least ten days notice of the time and
place of holding the same, together with a list of the offi-
cers to be elected, by publishing the same in a paper
printed in said village, and in case none is printed in said
village, by posting a printed or written notice in three ot
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the most public places in said village. ILike notice shall
also be given by the clerk of any special election.  Special
elections may be called by a majority of the presidentand
trustees to fill any vacancies that may arise under thisact,
or to transact' any other lawful business. Every notice
given for a special election shall specify the purpose for
which said election is to be held, and no other businesa
shall be transacted at such meeting than such as is speci-
fied in such notice. The president and any two trustees, or
sny three trustees shall be judges of any election, and to-
gether with the clerk shall constitute the board of elec-
tion. .

SEc. 4. No person shall be eligible to the office of
president or trustee unless he is a freeholder in said village,
nor for any office under said corporation unless he is a legal
voter in said village.

SEC. 5. At all elections by the voters of said village,
held under this act, the polls shall be opened at one
o’clock P. M., and coutinue open until four o'clock p. M.,
and the election shall be conducted in similar manner as
near as may be, as general elections are by law conducted.
A plurality of votes shall in all cases decide the election.

SEC. 6. Vacancies in the office of president and trus-
tees shall be filled by the voters of said village at a special
election, and vacancies in all other offices by appointment
by the trustees.

SEec. 7. Every officer elected or appointed to fill any
vacancy under this act, before he enters upon the duties
of his office, and within ten days after his election, shall
take and subscribe to an oath, to faithfully discharge the
duties of his office, and -to support the constilution of the
United States, and the constitution and laws ot the state
of Minnesota, which said oath shall be filed iu the office
of the elerk of said village.

Skc. 8. The treasurer and constable before they enter
upon the duties of their office, shall severslly give bonds
to the president and trustees in such sum, and with such
sureties, as said trustees or a majority of them shall
direct.

Sec. 9. The president shall preside at all meetings of

' the trustees, sign all commissions, licenses and permits

which may be granted by the trustees, and all orders upon
the treasurer. He shall maintain peace and good order,
and see that the ordinances of the village are observed and
executed. The president when presiding at any meeting

SEe0. 10. The president and trustees shall prescribe
the time and the place of their meetings, which ehall at
all timies be open to the public, and shall determine the
rule ot their proceedings, and the village clerk shall keep
8 journal thereof, which shall be open for the inspection
of every respectable citizen at all reasonable hours and
times ; and shall have power to preserve .order and pro-
priety in their proceedings, aund may adopt such by-laws,
rules and regulations for their government us are not in-
consistent with the provisions of this act, and shall have
power to compel the attendance of its members.

Sec. 12. The marshal shall pagsess all the power, en-
Joy all the rights, and be subject to all the liabilities of a
coustable of this state. It shall be his duty to execute all
writs and process to him directed by the president, justice
of the peace or other judicial officer, and when neceasary
in ¢criminal cuses, or for the violation of any of the pro-
visions of this act, or of any ordinance, rule or by-law,
regulation or resolution of said village, he may serve the
same in any part of the state of Minnesota. It shall be
hig duty to suppress all riots, disturbances, and breaches
of the peace, and to apprehend all disorderly persons in
said village, and pursue and arrest any person fleeing froni
justice in any part of the state of Minuncsota, to apprehend
any persoh in the act of committing any offence against
he provisions of this act, or of the laws of this state, or
the ordinances, by-laws, rules, regulations or resolutions
of the village, and forthwith to bring such persone before
competent authority for examinpation; and for such and
similar services, he shall receive like fees as are allowed
to constables for like services. It shall be the duty of the
marshal to soe thut all peddlers and hawkers, and common
showmen and all other exhibitors, pay their licenses ac-
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cording to law, and this act, and the ordinances of the
village ; and in default ot payment to prosecute for the
same in the corporate name of the village, and to pay over
the same to the treasurer when received by him.

Sec. 13. The treasurer of said village shall perform
such duties and exercise such powers as may be lawfully
required of him. All mcney raised, received and collected
by means of any tax, license, fine, forfeiture, or otherwise,
under the authority of this act, or which belongs to said
village, shall be paid to, and be received by him, and
shall not be drawn therefrom, except by a written order,
signed by the president and countersigned by the clerk,
by order of trustees. Such order shall specify the amouunt
of money to be drawn, and its object. He shall keep u
just and accurate nccount of all moneys and other things
coming into his hands as treasurer, in a book to be pro-
vided by the trustees for that purpose, which shall remain
the property of the village, wherein he shull note the time
when, the person from whom, the amount of the several
sums received, and the source from whence the said sums
arosc, which said book,oat all reasopable times, shall be
open to the inspection of the electors of the village. He
shall, as often as the trustees require, render to said
trustees a minute account of his receipts and payments,
and at the expiration of his term of oftice, he shall pay
over and deliver to his successor, all moneys, books and
vouchers in his possession belonging to said village.

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty ot the clerk to keep a
record of the doings ot the board of trustees, especially of
the passing ot by-laws, ordinances, rules, resolutions and
regulations ; and also a faithful record of all the doings
and votes of the inhabitants of said village, at their annual
and other legal meetings, and to keep on file all papers
which may be ordered by the trustees. The records of
the clerk shall be evidence in all legal proceedings; and
copies of all papera duly filed in his office, and transcripts
from the record of proceedings of the board of trustees,
certified by him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence
in all courts of the contents ot the same. He shall keep
the corporate seal of the said village. He shall keep a
full and accurate account of all orders drawn on the
treasury, in a book provided for that purpose, and shall
keep all accounts of the corporation with individuals, and
shall also keep an accurate account with the treasurer, and
charge him with all taxes levied, and sums of money paid

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into the treasury, and all receipts of the payment of money
or property to the treasurer shall be countersigned by the
clerk, before they sha'l be a legal voucher against the
village.

Sec 15. The trustees of the cemetery shail have the
-exelusive charge and direction of any cemetery at any
‘time belonging to said village corporate, whether situated
within or without the limits of said village. They shali
-.cause the same to he properly surveyed, platted and
:mapped. They shall establish the price of lots which
anay be changed from time to time as they .may deem for
the hest interests of said village. They shall be tully em-
powered:to sell the lots in said cemetery and to legally
-convey the titles to the same. They shall-have exclusive
-charge of all money arising from any vote of the citizens
«of said village for the purchase of grounds for said ceme-
tery, or for the fencing, improving or beautifying the same,
and also of all moneys received trom the sale of lots in
said cemetery. They are also hereby empowered to ex-
ipend said moneys tor the purchase of said grounds and
for the survey and mapping of the same, and also for the
fencing, miranging and heautifying the same, as they may
deem proper. They are also empowered to build a vault
for the reception of the dead during the winter months,
to build and keep in repair all necessary roads, paths and
avenues, and to set out trees and shrubbery, within the

“limits of said cemetery, and to employ a sexton and other
laborers, and to discharge the same at any time as they
may deem best. No indebtedness of their creating shall
be binding upon the village corporate, except it be previ-
ouely ordered by vote of a majority of the legal voters of
said village, voting at an annual or special election. They
shall make an annual report and statement of the tinances
of the cemetery, which shall accurately state each and
every item of expenditure, the sources from which it was
derived, and the amount if any then remaining in their
hands, they shall also report what sum in their judgment
is necessary to be raised by tax for the next succeeding

~ year, to be expended for the interests of said cemetery.

Said report shall he read at the annual village election,
shall be signed by euch of said trustees of the cemetery

.and shall be filed in the office of the village clerk.

SeC. 16. The style of all ordinances passed by the

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The president and two trustees, or three trustees, shalP
constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business,.
and in the absence of the president, the trustees shall ap-
point one of their number president pro tem., who shall
possess nll the powers of president. .
SEc. 17. The president and irustees shall have exclu-
sive authority within the corporate limits of the said vil-
lage, to grant, according to law or ordinance, or beth,
licenses for selling wine, beer or cider, or spirituous, in-
toxicating, alcobolie, vinous, fermented, malt or mixed
liguors, liquids or drinks; regulute and license groceries,
taverns, hotels, victualing houses and saloons; and all
persons vending or dealing in any such liquors, drinks or
liquids, and to revoke the same, and no person shall sell,.
vend, deal in, or, for the purpose of evading the provi-
sions of law or of this act, or the ordinances of said vil-
lage, give away any of the aforesaid liquors, drinks or
liquids, within such corporate limits, without having first
obtuined license therefor, as provided by this act, the lawe
of this state, and the ordinances of the said village, and
uny person who shsil in any manner violate any of the
provisions of this section, or the ordinances or the laws
herein referred to, shall, on conviction thersof, be pun.
ished as provided by the laws of this state, and the ordi-
nances of said village on this subject, and all such offenses
shall be prosecuted as provided by such laws and ordinan-
ces. All money received for such licenses shall be paid to
the treasurer ot said village for its use. [I’rovided, That
the sum to be paid for any such license shall not be lese
than the amount fixed and provided by the laws ot this
state, or the ordinances of the said village; and that no
license shall be granted for a less time than one year;
And provided further, That no person shall sell or give
away auy such wine, beer, cider, or spirituous, intoxicat-
ing, alcoholic, vinous, fermented, mixed or malt liquors,
liquids or drinks on any election day, or on Sunday.

SEc. 18. No person shall keep a slaughter house, yard
or pen, or oceupy any open ground for slnughtering put-
poses, within the corporate Iunits of said village, or keep
any such place for depositing the offul of slaughtered ani-
mals within such limits, w 1thout, the consent of the said
president and trustees, cntered of record; and any per-
son who shall violate this section, shall, on conviction
thereof, forfeit and pay for each day he shall keep or oc-
cupy any such place for such purpose, the sum of ten
dollars,with costs of prosecution, and shall also in addition
thereto, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction
thereof, shall Le punisned by fine or imprisonment, or

Sec. 19. The president and trustees shall have the
contrul and management of the finances, and of all the
property of the vxl]ul;e, and shall likewise, in addition
" to the powers herein vested in them, have full power to
wmake, enact, ordain, establish, publ_ish enforce, alter,
wodify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, rules, reg-
ulations, resolutions and by laws for the government and
good order of the village, for the suppression of vice aud
unmorality, for the prevention of crime, and for the
benefit of trade, commerce und health, as they shull deem
expedient ; dec!drina und hnposing pen.:!ties, and to en-
torce the same atrumst any persou Ot persous who may
violate any of the provisions of such ordinances, rules,

regulations, resolutions or by-laws, and such ordinances,
rules, regulations, resolutions and by-laws, are hercby de-
clared to beand have the power and forceof laws ; Provided,
That they be not repugnant to the coustitution and the

icating, alcoholic, malt or mized. fermented or vinous li-
quors, liquids or drinks, unless duly licensed by them.

Third.——To prevent any riots, noises, disturbances, dis-
orderly conduct or assemblages, suppress and restrain dis-
orderly houses, grog shops or groceries, and houses of
ill-fame, and to avthorize the destruction of all instruments
used for the purpose of gaming.

Fourth.—To compel the owner or occupant of any gro
cery, cellar, tallow chandler’s shop, soap factory, tannery,
stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome, nguseous
house or place, to cleanse, remove, purify or abate the
same from time to time a8 often as it may be deemed neces-
sary for the health, comtort and convenience of the inhah-
itants of said village. _

Fifth,—To direct the location and management of all
slanghter houses and markets, and to prevent the erection,
use and occupancy of the same, and to establish rates for
and license venders of gunpowder, and regulate the stor-
age, keeping and conveying the same, or other combustible
materials.

Sixth.—To prevent the encumbering of the streets, side-
walks, lanes, and alleys with carringes, sleighs, boxes,
lumber, firewood or any other materials or substances
whatever, and to prevent the digging of holes in the
streets, alleys, or other public grounds in said village.

Seventh.—To prevent horse racing, immoderate driving
or riding in the streets, and to regulate the places of bath-
ing in the water within the limits of said village.

ighth.—To restrain the running at large of horses,
cattle, mules, asses, swine, shcep, goats, poultry and
geese, and to authorize the distraining, impounding and
sale of the same.

Ninth.—To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
to authorize the destruction of the sume in a summary
manner when at large, contrary to the ordinances; also to
license and regulate the keeping of the same. °
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"Tenth.—To prevent any person from bringing, doposit-
ing, or having within said village, any putrid carcass, or
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal
of the same by any petson who shall have upon his prem-
ises any such substance, putrid or unwholesome or un-
sound beef, pork, fish, hidea or skins of any kind, and
in default of such person, to authorize the removalithere-
ot by some competent officer, at the expense of such
person or persons.

Eleventh.—To make and establish pounds, and appoint
pound masters and tence viewers, and prescribe their pow-
ors and duties ; also to protect shade and ornamental trees
on the public squares, or inthe streets of said village ; also
to fence the public squares and grounds, and to protect the
same, and the bridges and monuments in said village.

Twelfth,—To establish and regulate boards of health,
provide hospitals for those infected With small pox, or
other coutagious diseases, and order and regulate the
removal of such persons from the village, when its health
and safety so require, and to provide ground tor the burial
of the dead.

Thirteenth.—To cail regular and special meetings ot
the voters of said village, and to prescribe the compensa-
tion of all officers of the corporation except their own,
and shall cxamine, audit and adjust the accounts of all
persons and of all officers against the corporation.

Fourteonth.—To organize fire companies, hook and
ladder companies, and hose companies, to regulato their
government, and the time and manuer of their exercise, to
provide all necessary apparatus for the extinguishment of
fires, to require the owners of buildings to provide and
keep suitabie ladders and fire buckets, which are hereby
declared to be appurtenances to the real estate, and ex-
empt from seizure, distress or sale in any manner, and if
the owner shall neglect or refuse to procure suitable lad-
ders or fire buckets, after reusonable notice, the trustees
may procure and deliver the same to him, and in default
of payment therefor, may recover of such owner the value
of such ladder or fire buckets, or both, with costs of suit;

Seventeenth.—To prevent the shooting of fire-arms or
the exhibition of any fireworks in any place which they
may consider dangerous to the village, or any property
therein, or annoying to any person thereof.

Kighteenth.—To regulate the police of the village; to
regulate the pilace and manner of selling and weighing
hay, and measuring and sciling fuel, either wood or
coal, and to appoint suitable persons to superintend and
conduct the same.

Nineteenth.—To regulate, suppress or license hawkers
and peddlers who travel from place to place to sell goods,
wares and merchandize within said village, and to license
transient dealers and traders to sell the same.

Twentieth.—To compel the owners of buildings or
grounds, or the occupants, when the same are occupied,
to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from sidewalks, streets or
alleys opposite thereto, and to compel such owner or occu-
pant to remove from the lot owned or occupied by him,
all such substances as the board of health shall direct;
